Well, voting season is upon us again, we hope 
that you are taking your right to vote seriously. 
We learn by Xavier Martin's account " The Belgian* 
of Northeast Wisconsin" published in the 
Wisconsin Historical Collections, about the 
Belgians’struggles to settle in that state, most 
often their plight ignored by their more 
affluent neighbors - So it's always with a great 
amount of pride that we read how at voting time, 
the Belgians organized themselves and showed-up 
in force at the polling place located 10 miles 
from their settlements and elected everyone on 
their "ticket"; from that time on (April 1858, 
Green Bay Town election) they were recognized 
as an important factor in the area elections. 

In Belgium,voting is compulsory for anyone 
over 21. It was only in 1893 that universal 
male suffrage was enacted in that country, in 
1921 provision was made for women to vote but 
the law wasn't implemented until 1948.

(0128) and Family Visitation Number (0426) .

Surname coding is not perfect. It will not cover 
all variations of spelling. If you have not found 
what you are seeking and are sure the family did 
not move out of the State, consider alternatives, 
pie name CAMP might be spelled KAMP; CLEIMAN might 
be KLEI MAN; AERTS might be HAERS; a key consonant 
might be dropped or transposed. Falling all this, 
the last resort is to search the actual census page 
O by page.
